The Prince foreſeeing and fearing leſt after 
the Deſponſories, the /yfanta, that ſhould then be 
his Wife, might be put into a Monaſtery, wrote a 
Letter back to the ſaid Earl from Segovia ; thereby 
commanding him not to make uſe of the ſaid Pow- 
ers, until he could give him Aſſurance, that a Mo- 
naſtery ſhould not rob him of his Wife; which 
Letter the ſaid Earl received, and with Speed re- 
turned an Anſwer thereto into: England, perſuading 
againſt this Direction, yet promiſing Obedience 
thereunto. Shortly after which, the Prince ſent an- 
other Letter,to the ſaid Earl into Spain, diſcharging 
him of his [ former] Command. But his late Ma- 
jeſty, by the . ſame Meſſenger, ſent him a more 
expreſs Direction, not to diſpatch the Deſponſories, 
untill a full Concluſion were had of the other Treaty 
of the Palatinate, with this of the Marriage; for 
his Majeſty ſaid, That he would not have ons 
Daughter to laugh, and leave the other Daughter 
« weeping.” In which Diſpatch, although there 
were ſome Miſtaking, yet in the next following, 
the ſame was corrected, and the Earl of Brifto/ © 
tied to the ſame Reſtriction ; which himſelf con- 
feſſed in one of his Diſpatches afterwards, and pro- 
miſed to obey punctually the King's Command 
therein; yet, nevertheleſs, contrary to his Dut 
and Allegiance, in another Letter - ſent immedi- 
ately after, he declared, That he had ſet a Day 
< for the Deſponſories,” but without any Aſſurance, 
or ſo much as a treating of thoſe Things which 
were commanded to him as Reſtrictions; and 
that ſo ſhort a Day, that if extraordinary Dili- 
gence, with good Succeſs in the Journey, had 
not concurred, the Prince's Hands might have 
been bound up; and yet he neither ſure of a 
Wife, nor any Aſſurances given of the Tempo- 
ral Articles.

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true Equity, that your moſt honourable Predeceſ- 
ſors and Anceſtors often defended them with a 25 
lumus mut art ; and fo ancient, that, from the Sax- 
en Days, notwithſtanding the Injuries and Ruins 

of Time, they have continued in moſt Part the 
fame; as may appear in old remaining Monu- 
ments of the Laws of Ethelbert, the firſt Chriſtian 
King of Kent ; Ina the King of the Fe/t-Saxons ; 
Offa of the Mercians, and of Alfred the great Mo- 
narch, who united the Saxon Heptarchy, whoſe 
Laws are, as he ſays to that End, Utpote gui ſub 
uno Rege, ſub una Lege regerentur. And, tho, 
the Book of Litchſield, ſpeaking of the troubleſome 
Times of the Danes, ſays, then, Jus /epitum erat 
in Regno, Leges & Conſuetudines ſopitæ ſunt ; and, 
Praua Voluntas, Vis & Violentia magis regnabant 
quam Fudicium vel Tuſtitia: Yet, by the Bleſſing 
of God, the good King Edward, commonly call - 
ed St. Edward, did awaken thoſe Laws; and, as 
the old Words are, Excitatas reparavit, repara- 
tas decoravit, decoratas confirmavit z which confir- | 
mavit ſhews, that good King Edward received 

thoſe Laws, and did not give them; which Vil- 
tam the Conqueror, and all his Succeſſors, ſince 
that Time, have ſworn. unto. 5 

And here, my Lords, by many Caſes, fre- 

quent in our modern Laws, ſtrongly concurring 

with thoſe of the ancient Saxon Kings, I might, 
if Time was not more precious, demonſtrate, that 
our Laws and Cuſtoms were the fame.

doubted and fundamental Point of this ſo antient

and without which, there can be no Juſtice, of 
which, meum & tuam is the proper Object. But

Preſentment of his good and lawful People of the 
fame Neighbourhood ; which ſuch Deed ſha!l be 


done in due Manner, or by Proceſs made by Writ

The Writ of Habeas Corpus, or Corpus cum 
Cauſſa, is the higheſt Remedy in Law for any Man 
that is impriſoned; and the only Remedy for him 
that is impriſoned by the ſpecial Command of the 
King, or the Lords of the Privy-Council, without 
ſhewing the Cauſe of Commitment; and if any 
Man be ſo impriſoned by ſuch Command, or 
otherwiſe whatſoever thro' England, and deſire, by 
himſelf, or any other in his Behalf, this Writ of 
Habeas Corpus for the Purpoſe in the Court of 
King's Bench, that Writ is to be granted to him, 
and ought not to be denied; and is directed to the 
Keeper ofthe Priſon, in whoſe Cuſtody the Priſo- 
ner remains, commanding him, That after a certain 
Day he bring in the Body of the Priſoner, cum 
Cauſa Detentionis, and fometimes cum Cauſe Cop- 
tionis; and he, with his Return, filed to the Writ, 
bringeth the Priſoner to the Bar at the Time ap- 
poin ted, and the Court judgeth of the Sufficiency 
or Inſufficieney of the Return; and if they find 
him bailable, committitur Mareſcallo, the proper 
Officer belonging to the Court, and then afterwards 
traditur in Bullum. But if upon the Return of the 
Habeas Corpus it appear to the Court, that the Pri- 
ſoner ought not to be bailed, nor diſcharged from 
the Priſon whence he is brought, then he is remand- 
ed and ſent back again, to continue till by due 
Courſe of Law he may be delivered; and the En- 
try of this is, Remittitur e ſecundum Legem 
deliberatus fuerit; or, Remittitur quouſque, c.

Thirdly, That theſe Particulars 
ſhould be preſented to the Lords, and the Earl, a- 
gain, Charged at the Bar; and that the Lords 
ſhould be defired to proceed, in Juſtice, againſt 
him; and to inflit ſuch Puniſhment upon him as 
ſo high an Offence, againſt the Houſe of Com- 
mons, doth deſerve. Which Reſolutions were a 
d unto by the whole Houſe. „ 
Sir John Elliot was immediately ſent up to charge 
the Earl of Salt, at the Bar of the Lords, with 
the Words in he Manner aforeſaid; who, return- 
ing, ſaid, That they would take it into due Con- 
ſſiceration, and return Anſwer by Meflengers of 
their own.“ And this is all we hear of the Matter
